PARIS, March 6.—Between five hundred and seven hun­ 
dred persons lost their lives in the devastating floods which 
ravaged thousands of acres of southern France, according to 
unconfirmed reports reaching here today.

If the latest reports are confirmed, the floods will stand

Lowman Says New Law 
Will Assist 
Dry 
Workers 


WASHINGTON, March ti.—Float­ 
ing ice in the Niagara and Detroit 
Rivers is proving a big barrier to 
Canadian bootleggers now trying 
to get liquor into United States 
before enactm ent of a Dominion 
law- prohibiting clearances of al­ 
coholics to this country. 
Assistant Secretary of the T re a s ­ 
ury Seymour la w m a n said today 
that even after navigation condi­ 
tions become better it will not be 
necessary to m atern ally strengthen 
the anti-smuggling forces along the 
lakes and border. He said that sub­ 
stantial reinforcem ents have been 
deployed along the border for some 
time and that the dry arm y should 
b** adequate to m eet the situation. 
“So 
far 
we 
have 
not 
been 
troubled by any unusual activity 
of Canadian sm ugglers.” Lowman 
said. 
“Navigation conditions are 
perilous. 
Some 
rum 
boats 
have 
been lost in the almost Impassable 
Niagara River and others broken 
up by ice in other waters. 
One 
with several men on board went 
over the falls. 
The smugglers are 
taking desperate chances with the 
ice as well as governm ent forces.” 
la w m an 
said 
anti-smuggling 
forces were making a num ber of 
captures of row boats weekly and 
picking up a few* larger boats. Ile 
expressed the belief that the pro­ 
posed legislation In Canada would 
he extremely helpful In meeting 
the 
border 
smuggling 
situation, 
w hich has been a trying problem 
to the government virtually ever 
since the prohibition law was en­ 
acted. 
The government Is not planning 
a definite spring offensive against 
smugglers. 
It will be possible, 
however, to strengthen the Atlan­ 
tic patrol with some of the cutters, 
destroyers and other craft relieved 
of a part of their winter life sav­ 
ing work. 
O thers will be trans­ 
ferred 
from 
Southern 
waters. 
With the term ination of the win­ 
ter tourist season officials antici­ 
pated all would be quiet on the 
Florida front until next fall. Smug­ 
gling during the past winter was 
described as somewhat less in vol­ 
ume than the year before. 
No new prohibition policies were 
anticipated until it is determined 
what congress will do with the 
legislation to tran sfer the prohibi­ 
tion bureau from the treasury to 
the Justice d e t r i m e n t . E nactm ent 
of this legislation was anticipated 
by high treasury officials, all of 
whom were anxious 
to see 
the 
bureau transferred.

Shaken 
by its first m ajor defeat in six 
months 
of 
tariff 
warfare, 
the 
Iwmoeratio-Inaurgent coalition ral­ 
lied In the senate today to battle 
against higher protection on oil, 
lumber, hides, leafier and building 
materials. 
After ruling suprem e in every 
major clash on the pending tariff 
hill, the coalition went down to 
defeat when the senate approved 
a $32,000,000 increase in sugar ta r­ 
iffs by adopting new rates of $2.00 
per hundred pounds on Cuban im­ 
ports and $2.50 against world Im­ 
ports. 
Coalition leaders charged a 
sugar, oil and lumber combination, 
by agreeing to trade votes, brought 
about the increase In sugar duties. 
The coalition forces were confi­ 
dent of keeping both oil and lum­ 
ber on the free list, although a 
repetition of the sugar "trading” 
could easily result in placing a 
tariff on lumber. 
The oil leaders 
were said to be planning on pro­ 
posing a duty of SO cents a barrel! 
on crude oil and a rate of 40 per 
cent advalorem on gasoline. 
This 
would amount to about 2.4 cents a 
gallon on gasoline. 
To write It in­ 
to the bill, the oil forces must se­ 
cure seven new votes, since the 
senate previously rejected the oil. 
tariff by a vote of 39 to 27.

PATTERSON IS GIVEN 
NEW TRIAL BECAUSE 
OF TECHNICALITY 


Former Mortgage Com­ 
pany Head Wins 
Dispute 


COLUMBUS, O., March 6 —Set­ 
ting aside his conviction into the 
lower courts, the Ohio supreme 
court today had ordered a new trial 
for Ray H. Patterson, former di­ 
rector of the now- defunct Cities 
M ortgage Company, the failure of 
: w hich caused a loss of approxi­ 
mately $2,000,000 to about 2,000 
stockholders In various parts of 
Ohio. 
Patterson was convicted in the 
lower courts and he was sentenced 
to serve from three to ten years 
in the Ohio 
S tate penitentiary! 
The supreme court gave bim a new- 
trial because of a legal technical 
Ry- 
T he man stood trial with A. E. 
Querinjean, vice president of the 
'defunct company, who is serving a 
jsix-to-ten year sentence in the pen­ 
itentiary for am bezzlement of part 
of the company’s funds. Harvey C. 
Smith, former secretary of state, 
who stood trial with Patterson and 
Querinjean, was freed when the 
jury disagreed in his case. 


CONGRESSMAN DIES 
SUDDENLY AS TRAIN 
NEARS WASHINGTON

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Rep. 
Jam es P. Glynn (R) of Connecti­ 
cut, died suddenly this morning as 
a train upon which he was return- 1 
lng from West Virginia, approached 
the Union Station here. 
Rep. Glynn, who was 63 years 
old and serving his seventh term 
in congress, had gone to W est Vir­ 
ginia Tuesday as a member of the 
congressional funeral party to at­ 
tend services for Rep. Hughes, a* 
colleague. 
About 6 o’clock this morning, ac­ 
cording to other members of tho 
party, the Connecticut representa­ 
tive complained of feeling ill and 
summoned aid. There was no phy­ 
sic ia n aboard the train, but a tele­ 
gram was hurriedly dispatched to 
Washington to have an ambulance 
at the station. 
When the train arrived at the 
station three-quarters of an hour 
later, 
at 
6:45. 
Rep. Glynn 
was 
dead. 
Physicians 
who 
met 
tho 
train announced after a hurried 
examination that death was due t 
heart disease. 
Rep. Glyuu spent most of his 
adult life in public service. He was 
for ten years town clerk of Win­ 
sted, Conn., and later prosecuting 
attorney and postmaster. He came 
to Washington as a member of the 
sixty-fourth congress.

* committee. 
A widow survives him.

These destroyers are slated for 
the junk-pile irrespective of wheth­ 
er the London conference succeeds 
or falls. 
The balance of the reduction an­ 
alyzed from Stimson's announce­ 
ment 
would 
come 
through 
the 
scrapping of three battleships, the 
Wyoming. Utah, and Florida when 
they reach tile retirem ent age nex t 
year. This would reduce the Amer­ 
ican battleship fleet to fifteen ves­ 
sels, which is the figure informal­ 
ly agreed upon by the American 
and British experts for both fleets. 
The United States also has s me 
20,Out) tons of obsolete submarines 
ready for the scrap-pile. Some of 
these Lave already beeu listed for 
sale as junk. 
To otf-set these reductions, how­ 
ever, the United States is faced 
with the necessity of completing 
the fifteen-cruiser program, and 
authorizing still ether cruisers if 
parity with Great Britain is to be 
reached. 
The estim ate I cost of 
these cruisers is round $300,000,- 
000. 
Consequently, while it may be 
possible to junk some 20,000 tons 
of dead a n i obsolete craft, actual­ 
ly the cost of new cruiser construc­ 
tion must cause an additional bu,ge 
in tin* naval budget. And even this 
reduction is only possible, as Stim ­ 
son pointed out, if “other powers 
meaning France, will agree to go 
iloug OU th e basis of the Anglo- 
American agreement.

MURDER OF GOCTOR 
IS STILL BAFFLING 
CLEVELAND PGUCE 


Private Papers

Scully, 62-yearold bachelor physi­ 
cian. gave every indication today 
of going down in police annals as 
“the perfect crim e.” 
After three days of intensive in­ 
vestigation, 
authorities

much baffled today as they were 
three hours after the perplexing 
murder. 
One hope remains, an I that is a 
safety box containing the physi­ 
cian’s private paper*. The box will 
he opened either late today or to­ 
morrow morning following the ar­ 
rival here of J. O. Scully, Califor­ 
nia oil millionaire and brother of 
the slain man. 
Pending the arrival ot Scully, 
police planned today to work a 
systematic 
elimination 
process 
which it is hoped will narrow d wn 
to some clue as to the physician's 
murderer. 
Police have well nigh exhausted 
their supply of motives and theor­ 
ies in attem pting to solve the m in­ 
der ;*f Dr. Scully. None of them 
has seemed plausible considering 
the t jets surrounding the slaying. 
The physician was shot and brut 
ally beaten in his offices Monday 
night. His slayer was not seen and 
he was not known to have had any 
enemies. 
Emmett J. Kelly of Niles, I)., a 
cousin of the slain man. was in 
Cleveland KxUy to look after Dr. 
Scully's personal effects and aul 
in the arrangem ents for the man s 
funeral.
